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FOREWORD 


Over  the  years,  much  research  has  focused  on  the  characteristics  of  first- 
term  enlisted  attrition.  Researchers  and  policy  makers  have  wanted  to  know  how 
many  and  what  kinds  of  soldiers  do  not  make  it  to  the  end  of  their  enlistment. 
They  have  also  wanted  to  know  what  factors  affect  different  types  of  attrition 
(for  example,  training  failures,  pregnancy,  hardship,  adverse  discharges, 
etc.).  To  this  end,  much  demographic  data  have  beer  analyzed  and  reported. 

One  set  of  information  that  has  very  rarely  been  collected  is  attitude 
data  on  soldiers  who  leave  the  Army.  The  purpose  of  the  exit  survey  presented 
in  this  report  was  to  collect  this  attitude  data  on  all  soldiers  exiting  Army 
installations  through  the  separation  and  transfer  points.  This  included  not 
only  soldiers  exiting  the  Army,  but  also  soldiers  in  t-ansit  from  training 
bases  to  permanent  duty  stations,  and  soldiers  in  transit  from  one  permanent 
duty  station  to  another  (PCS). 

The  data  presented  in  this  report  consist  of  crosstabulations  of  all  sur¬ 
vey  attitude  questions  by  categorical  variables  such  as  gender,  educational 
level,  separation  categories,  tradi t ionality  of  military  occupational  specialty 
( MOS )  ,  and  MOS  physical  demands  categories.  These  attitude  data  should  provide 
more  insight  into  the  reasons  f'-r  attrition  and  retention  by  soldiers  at  all 
stages  of  their  first  enlistment. 

The  research  was  conducted  by  the  Retention  Team,  Personnel  Utilization 
Technical  Area,  Manpower  and  Personnel  Research  Laboratory,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Deputy  Chief  of  Staff  for  Personnel,  Department  of  the  Army.  We  are 
indebted  to  all  personnel  working  at  the  Separation  and  Transfer  Points  at  the 
21  Army  installations  who  administered  the  survey  for  3  months.  Without  their 
dedicated  work,  this  project  would  not  have  been  possible.

EXECUTIVE  SUMMARY 


Requirement : 

Attrition  of  first-term  enlisted  soldiers  seems  to  vary  in  relation  to 
many  factors:  years  cf  enlistment,  category  of  attrition,  type  of  military  job 
(MOS  traditionality  and  physical  demands),  AFQT  scores,  high  school  education, 
sex  of  soldier,  number  of  dependents,  and  marital  status.  More  data  are  needed 
in  order  to  study  the  reasons  underlying  these  variations  so  that  the  Army  can 
take  steps  to  reduce  attrition. 


Procedure : 

ARI  prepared  a  questionnaire  that,  after  securing  fundamental  information 
concerning  the  responding  soldier,  asked  149  questions.  Between  September  and 
December  1983,  this  questionnaire  was  administered  at  21  Continental  United 
States  (CONUS)  installations  to  all  enlisted  soldiers  exiting  the  Army  or 
transferring  from  the  installations. 


Findings : 

Among  other  soldiers,  3,938  first-term  enlisted  soldiers  (619  female, 

3,319  male)  gave  valid  responses  to  the  first  146  of  the  149  questions  in  the 
survey  instrument.  This  permits  a  comparison,  as  of  late  1983,  of  female  sol¬ 
diers  with  male  soldiers  as  crosstabulation  with  3  other  variables: 

1.  Traditionality  of  Primary  Military  Occupational  Specialty  (PMOS) 

2.  Physical  strength  (MEPSCAT)  required  by  PMOS 

3.  Exit  status: 

a.  normal  exiting  after  first  tour  (ETS); 

b.  transferring  to  another  installation  (trainee,  PCS); 

c.  attrition,  broken  down  into  four  categories. 

Utilization  of  Findings: 

The  findings  from  this  research  will  be  used  by  Department  of  the  Array 
policy  makers  to  identify  and  quantify  some  problems  and  issues  faced  by  first- 
term  enlisted  in  the  Army.  This  quantification  may  lead  to  potential  explana¬ 
tions  .or  the  higher  female  (as  compared  to  male)  first-terra  enlisted  attrition.

Purpose 

In  an  attempt  to  identify  the  soldier  demographics,  attitudes,  and  MOS  job 
characteristics  that  are  related  to  attrition  and  retention,  the  U.S.  Army  Re¬ 
search  Institute  for  the  Behavioral  and  Social  Sciences  (ARI)  conducted  an  exit 
survey  of  all  enlisted  personnel  leaving  21  Army  installations  in  the  Continen¬ 
tal  United  States  (CONUS)  in  the  fall  of  1583.  The  purpose  of  the  exit  survey 
was  to  identify  and  compare  the  reasons  females  leave  the  Army  with  the  reasons 
males  leave  the  Army.  In  addition,  it  was  hypothesized  that  the  following  vari 
ables  have  an  impact  on  reasons  for  leaving:  (1)  traditionality  of  Military 
Occupational  Specialty  (MOS),  (2)  exit  status  or  discharge  category,  and 
(3)  physical  demands  of  the  MOS.  These  terms  are  defined  below. 

In  addition  to  the  categorical  variables,  we  were  also  interested  in  iden¬ 
tifying  soldiers'  attitudes  toward  their  jobs  and  the  Army  and  the  relationship 
of  attitudes  to  reasons  for  leaving.  These  attitude  measures  included  percep¬ 
tions  of  MOS  attractiveness,  job  satisfaction,  organizational  commitment, 
morale,  work  environment,  nonwork  environment,  equality  of  treatment,  and  al¬ 
ternative  civilian  employment  opportunities. 

Background 

Females  enlisted  into  the  Army  in  significant  numbers  with  the  advent  of 
the  All  Volunteer  Force  (AVF)  in  1973.  The  number  of  enlisted  women  has  in¬ 
creased  from  16,000  in  1973  to  69,000  in  1986  (Women  in  the  Army  -  Policy  Re¬ 
view,  1982;  ODCSPER,  1986) .  With  the  increased  female  population,  interest 
in  differences  in  attrition  and  completion  rates  for  males  and  females  has  in¬ 
creased.  Analyses  of  first-term  enlisted  cohort  attrition  and  retention  indi¬ 
cates  that  females  have  historically  had  a  higher  attrition  rate  than  males 
(DCSPER  Report  #46,  1976-1985;  Sinaiko,  1977).  For  example,  for  the  Fiscal 
Year  1981  first-term  enlisted  cohort  group,  the  last  entry  group  to  have  com¬ 
pleted  4  years,  the  female  attrition  rate  was  nearly  49%  as  compared  to  37% 
for  males  (DCSPER  Report  #46,  November  1985). 

Many  categorical  variables  have  been  proposed  to  explain  the  discrepancy 
between  the  male  ana  female  attrition  rates.  Wood,  Pappas,  Lovely,  and  Johnson 
(1979),  Tolk  (1978),  and  Addington  (1979)  advanced  the  hypothesis  that  placing 
women  in  non-traditional  female  jobs  increased  attrition.  In  fact,  disaggregat 
ing  the  attrition  data  into  female  traditional,  female  less-traditional,  and 
female  non-traditi anal  MOS  indicated  that  females  in  the  non-traditional  MOS 
had  a  higher  attrition  rate  than  females  in  traditional  MOS  and  males  in  all 
MOS  categories  (Eaton  &  Nogami,  1983;  Ross,  Nogami,  &  Eaton,  1984). 

Although  MOS  traditionality  may  be  important  in  understanding  the  higher 
female  attrition  rate,  Nogami  (1983)  has  pointed  out  that  MOS  traditionality 
may  be  confounded  by  MOS  physical  demands.  That  is,  most  female  traditional 
MOS  are  associated  with  light  physical  demands,  and  most  female  non-traditional 
MOS  have  h-'avy  physical  demands.  A  comparison  of  male  and  female  attrition  in 
light-medium  heavy  and  heavy-very  heavy  physical  demand  categories  indicated 
that  there  was  no  difference  in  attrition  rates  for  males  between  the 


light-medium  heavy  and  heavy-very  heavy  categories  (29%  to  31%,  respectively). 
However,  there  was  a  significant  difference  for  females.  More  females  attrited 
in  the  heavy-very  heavy  physical  demands  MOS  than  in  the  light-medium  heavy 
category  (49%  to  39%,  respectively)  (Women  in  the  Army,  Policy  Review,  1982). 

These  categorical  variables  again  only  describe  the  attrition.  They  indi¬ 
cate  where  attrition  may  be  more  or  less  prevalent.  The  reasons  for  the  attri¬ 
tion  would  still  not  be  evident  from  analysis  of  these  variables.  What  is 
needed  is  information  and  comparisons  of  perceptions  and  attitudes  of  male  and 
female  soldiers  in  these  traditionality  or  physical  demands  categories.  The 
differences  in  perceptions  and  attitudes  may  identify  reasons  for  higher  and 
lower  attrition.  Gome  attitudes  and  perceptions  that  have  been  shown  to  be 
significantly  related  to  retention  and  turnover  in  both  military  and  civilian 
populations  are  satisfaction  with  pay  (Koch  &  Steers,  1978;  Waters  &  Roach, 
1971;  Mobley,  Griffeth,  Hand,  &  Mealino,  1979),  organizational  climate  (O'Mara 
&  Kirk,  1979),  organizational  commitment  (Porter,  Steers,  Mowday,  &  Boulian, 
1974;  Porter,  Crampon,  &  Smith,  1976;  Sinaiko,  1977),  morale  (Porter  &  Steers, 
1973;  Lyons,  1968;  March  &  Simon,  1958);  and  ease  of  movement  to  another  job 
(March  &  Simon,  1958). 

In  order  to  better  understand  the  causes  for,  and  correlates  of,  differ¬ 
ential  male  and  female  attrition  in  the  military,  one  must  include  information 
on  categorical,  attitudinal,  and  perceptual  variables.  The  exit  survey  was 
designed  with  this  in  mind.  The  survey  was  to  examine  attitudes,  perceptions, 
and  reasons  for  leaving  the  Army  for  males  and  females  in  all  MOS.  The  data 
would  then  be  disaggregated  by  demographic  and  characteristic  variables  as  MOS 
traditionality  and  physical  demands  characteristics  of  the  MOS,  in  addition  to 
character  of  discharge.  This  would  lead  to  an  understanding  of  some  of  the 
underlying  reasons  for  leaving  in  addition  to  the  surface  statistic  of  how 
many  in  which  category  were  leaving. 


Definitions  of  Terms 

Traditionality  of  MOS.  Female  traditionality  of  an  MOS  is  the  trichotomy 
used  by  the  Department  of  Army,  Deputy  Chief  of  Staff  for  Personnel  (DCSPER) . 

The  trichotomy  identifies  female  traditional,  female  less-traditional,  and  female 
non-traditional  MOS.  All  f'OS  in  the  Army  are  categorized  by  traditionality. 

Based  on  this  trichotomy,  clerical-typist  positions  (71L)  and  medical  techni¬ 
cian  positions  (91B)  are  classified  as  female  traditional;  military  police 
(95B)  and  supply  (76C)  are  less  traditional;  and  track  vehicle  mechanic  (63Y) 
and  air  defense  radar  repairer  (26H)  are  non-traditional.  Because  MOS  are 
classified  by  FEMALE  traditionality,  both  males  and  females  working  in  MOS 
63Y  would  be  classified  as  working  in  female  non-traditional  MOS,  although 
this  could  be  considered  a  male  traditional  MOS.  A  complete  matrix  of  MOS 
by  female  traditionality  and  physical  demands  is  presented  in  Table  1. 

Physical  Demands  of  MOS.  All  entry-level  MOS  in  the  Army  are  classified 
into  one  of  five  physical  demands  categories  based  on  the  Military  Entrance 
Physical  Strength  Capacity  Test  (MEPSCAT) .  The  five  categories  are  light, 
moderate,  moderately  heavy,  heavy,  and  very  heavy.  These  MOS  are  classified 
into  the  MEPSCAT  categories  by  the  proponent  schools  in  the  Army,  based  on  job 
skills  and  demands  in  combat  situations.  More  detailed  information  about  the

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physical  demands  requirements  for  each  MOS  can  be  found  in  Array  Regulation 
611-201. 

Currently,  all  prospective  enlistees  are  physically  tested  and,  based  on 
the  MEPSCAT,  are  counseled  before  entry  into  an  MOS.  Although  all  enlistees 
are  counseled,  they  are  not  barred  from  entry  into  an  MOS  based  solely  on  their 
physical  conditioning.  In  1983,  and  for  the  population  of  soldiers  taking  the 
exit  survey,  the  MEPSCAT  was  not  a  factor  in  MOS  assignment.  Consequently, 
both  male  and  female  soldiers  will  be  found  in  all  MEPSCAT  categories- 

Exit  Status.  The  term  exit  status  referred  to  the  reason  each  of  the 
soldiers  surveyed  was  leaving  the  installation.  There  were  eight  categories 
of  exit:  (1)  trainee,  (2)  permanent  change  of  station  (PCS),  (3)  expiration 
of  term  of  service  (ETS),  (A)  trainee  discharge  program  (TDP),  (5)  adverse 
discharge,  (6)  hardship,  (7)  pregnancy,  and  (8)  other.  The  trainee  category 
included  all  first-terra  soldiers  who  were  completing  Initial  Entry  Training 
(IET) — either  basic  combat  training  or  advanced  individual  training.  These 
were  trainees  who  had  successfully  completed  training  and  were  en  route  to  their 
permanent  duty  stations.  Permanent  change  of  station  personnel  were  those  sol¬ 
diers  who  had  completed  a  tour  of  duty  at  one  installation  and  were  en  route 
to  another  installation.  In  neither  of  these  two  categories  (trainees  and  PCS) 
were  the  soldiers  leaving  the  Army;  they  were  simply  leaving  one  installation 
to  go  to  another. 

The  remaining  six  categories  deal  with  soldiers  who  are  leaving  the  in¬ 
stallation  and  leaving  the  Army.  Expiration  of  term  of  service  is  the  success¬ 
ful  completion  of  a  term  of  enlistment — either  2,  3,  A,  or  6  years.  The  trainee 
discharge  program  (TDP)  is  a  discharge  chapter  that  was  instituted  in  the  mid- 
1970s  as  an  expeditious  way  to  eliminate  trainees — generally  for  failure  to 
adapt  or  unsatisfactory  perf orir->nc'  during  the  early  training  period  (first 
6  months).  Adverse  discharges  comprise  all  discharges  for  unsatisfactory  be¬ 
havior  and  performance  in  the  posttraining  period.  Adverse  discharges  include 
the  following  chapters:  separation  for  the  convenience  of  the  government 
(Chapter  5);  defective  enlistments  and  inductions  (Chapter  7);  separation  for 
alcohol  or  other  drug  abuse  (Chapter  9);  discharge  for  the  good  of  the  service 
(Chapter  10);  separation  for  unsatisfactory  performance  (Chapter  13);  separa¬ 
tion  for  misconduct  (Chapter  14);  and  separation  for  homosexuality  (Chapter 
15).  Hardship  discharges  (Chapter  6)  and  pregnancy  discharges  (Chapter  8)  are 
self-explanatory.  "Other"  discharges  include  changes  in  service  obligations 
(Chapter  16)  and  discharges  not  covered  above. 


METHODOLOGY 


Locations 

Exit  surveys  were  administered  at  21  CONUS  installations  at  the  separation 
and  transfer  points  between  September  15  and  December  9,  1983.  These  21  in¬ 
stallations  were  Belvoir,  Bliss,  Bragg,  Carson,  Devens ,  Dix,  Eustis,  Gordon, 
Harrison,  Hood,  Huachuca,  Jackson,  Lee,  Leonard  Wood,  McClellan,  Monmouth, 
Oakland  Army  Terminal,  Rucker,  Sam  Houston,  Sill,  and  Stewart. 

Alchough  these  surveys  were  administered  only  at  CONUS  installations, 
survey  respondents  included  soldiers  exiting  from  outside  CONUS  (OCONUS) 
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installations-- uurooe ,  the  Middle  East,  Panama,  Korea,  Japan,  Hawaii,  and 
Alaska.  (Alaska  is  considered  to  be  OCONUS  because  it  is  outside  the  contigu¬ 
ous  48  continental  states.)  By  the  Army  regulations  in  force  at  the  time,  all 
OCONUS  separations  had  to  be  completed  at  a  CONUS  installation. 


Respondents 

All  enl  .sted  soldiers  leaving  the  installations  were  to  be  surveyed  as 
they  processed  through  the  separation  and  transfer  points.  Soldiers  included 
trainees  being  sent  to  other  training  bases,  trainees  being  sent  to  first  per¬ 
manent  duty  stations,  those  experiencing  permanent  change  of  station  moves, 
and  those  exiting  the  Army  with  some  discharge.  A  total  of  4,321  first-term 
soldiers  were  surveyed:  3,642  males  and  679  females.  After  eliminating  "bad" 
answer  sheets  (see  below  under  survey  responses),  there  remained  3,938  respon¬ 
dents:  3,319  males  and  619  females.  The  data  presented  in  this  report  are 
based  on  the  3,938  responses. 


Survey  Administration 

At  the  start  of  the  survey  administration  period,  an  ARI  researcher  trav¬ 
eled  to  each  of  the  21  installations.  The  researcher  explained  the  purpose  of 
the  survey  and  how  to  administer  it.  Because  some  installations  had  many  sol¬ 
diers  processing  through  and  others  had  very  few,  surveys  were  either  adminis¬ 
tered  to  a  group  or  to  an  individual.  In  all  cases,  it  was  stressed  that  these 
surveys  were  to  be  completed  individually. 

Participation  was  voluntary.  At  some  installations  there  appeared  to  be 
a  better  response  than  at  other  installations.  Some  of  the  problems  that  con¬ 
tributed  to  nonresponse  were  (1)  jet  lag  (especially  for  those  soldiers  tran¬ 
siting  from  OCONUS  installations),  (2)  negativity  to  the  Army,  (3)  soldiers 
rushing  to  complete  out-processing  to  catch  a  plane,  bus,  or  train,  (4)  dis¬ 
tractions  from  families  waiting,  etc. 


Survey  Responses 

As  described  above,  survey  data  were  collected  from  4,321  first-tour 
enlisted  soldiers.  Three  hundred  eighty-three  (383)  respondent  answer  sheets 
were  excluded  from  the  analyses  presented  here  due  to  missing  values  for 
critical  variables  (gender  and  MOS)  and  four  or  more  out-of-range  responses. 

Of  the  3,938  remaining  cases,  3,319  were  males  and  619  were  females.  Prior 
to  the  data  cleaning  described  above,  an  "eyeballing”  of  the  raw  data  resulted 
in  the  elimination  of  approximately  100  answer  sheets.  These  100  were  excluded 
due  to  (1)  obvious  symmetric  and  geometric  patterns  with  no  relationship  to 
the  survey,  (2)  the  same  response  for  all  questions  (i.e.,  all  a's,  etc.),  and 
(3)  more  answers  on  the  answer  sheet  than  questions  on  the  survey. 

Representativeness  of  the  Data 

It  is  unknown  how  representative  or  unrepresentative  the  data  are  to  the 
entire  exit  population  of  the  Army.  As  reported  above,  the  data  were  collected 


only  during  a  3-month  per iod--September  to  December  1983.  Any  cyclical  or 
seasonal  fluctuation  would  not  be  represented  in  the  data.  This  fact  would 
have  a  greater  impact  on  the  generalizability  of  the  data  from  El'Sers  (those 
completing  their  terms  of  service)  than  for  other  groups.  ETSers  completing 
their  terms  of  service  in  September  to  December  enlisted  in  the  Army  during 
those  months.  It  has  been  documented  that  there  were  cyclical  variations  in 
characteristics  of  soldiers  exiting  in  1983  (e.g.,  more  high  school  graduates 
enlisting  during  the  June  through  September  time  frame;  fewer  high  school 
graduates  enlisting  during  the  winter  months).  Because  other  than  ETS  dis¬ 
charges  can  occur  at  any  time  during  the  period  of  enlistment,  cyclical  fluc¬ 
tuations  would  have  less  of  an  impact  on  these  groups,  although  it  cannot  be 
discounted  without  more  information. 

In  addition  to  cyclical  variations,  because  the  survey  was  voluntary, 
there  is  no  way  of  assuring  that  the  nonrespondents  and  respondents  are  simi¬ 
lar.  There  is  no  way  of  identifying  the  nonrespondents  to  this  survey. 

RESULTS 

This  report  presents  complete  crosstabulations  of  each  item  on  the  exit 
survey  with  (a)  gender  (male/female),  (b)  MOS  traditionality  (female  tradi¬ 
tional/less  tradition/non-traditional) ,  (c)  MOS  physical  demands  (light/mod¬ 
erate/moderately  heavy /neavy/very  heavy),  and  (d)  exit  status  (trainee/PCS/ 
ETS/TDP/adverse/hardship/pregnancy/other ) .  Each  set  of  crosstabulations  is 
for  one  of  the  above  variables  with  each  of  the  146  items  on  the  exit  survey. 

The  first  set  of  crosstabulations  is  for  gender  by  all  items,  the  second 
set  is  for  MOS  traditionality  by  all  items,  the  third  set  is  for  physical  de¬ 
mands  (MEPSCAT)  by  all  items,  and  the  last  set  is  for  exit  status  by  all  items. 
A  copy  of  the  exit  survey  is  included  at  the  conclusion  of  this  section  for 
reference  to  each  of  the  146  items.  Item  numbers  on  the  survey  correspond  to 
item  numbers  on  each  of  the  crosstabulations. 


Reading  the  Tables 

The  title  of  each  crosstabulation  is  written  across  the  top  of  each  table. 
In  the  example  on  the  following  page,  the  title  is:  ITEM  146  BY  STATCATS,  MALE. 
This  reads:  Crosstabulation  of  item  146  by  STATCAT  (exit  status  categories) 
instrument  (found  in  Appendix  A  of  this  volume).

Pregnancy  discharges  ate  not  reported  for  males, 
but  are  included  in  the  female  crosstabulations. 

The  two  values  reported  in  the  matrix  are  the  COLUMN  count  and  percentages 
The  upper  number  in  each  cell  is  the  number  of  persons  in  the  STATCATS  category 
responding  with  value  A.  The  lower  number,  actually  percentage,  refers  to  the 
percentage  of  persons  in  that  STATCATS  category  responding  with  value  A  as  op¬ 
posed  to  values  B,  C,  D,  or  E.  In  this  example,  114  male  trainees  (or  18.1%) 
answered  with  response  A — much  better  than  in  the  Army.  Two  hundred  twenty 

male  trainees  (or  35%)  indicated  that  it  would  be  "better  than  in  the  Army" 

(response  B) ,  177  male  trainees  (28.1%)  indicated  that  it  would  be  "about  the 
same  as  in  the  Army"  (response  C) ,  96  male  trainees  (15.3%)  indicated  that  "it 
would  be  worse  than  in  the  Army"  (response  D) ,  and  22  male  trainees  (3.5%)  in¬ 
dicated  that  "it  would  be  much  worse  than  in  the  Army."  Adding  the  upper  num¬ 
bers  in  the  column  will  give  you  the  total  number  of  male  trainees  responding 
to  item  146  (114  +  220  +  177  +  96  +  22  =  629  trainees).  Adding  the  lower  per¬ 
centages  will  equal  100%  (18.1  +  35.0  +  28.1  +  15.3  +  3.5  =  100%). 

The  COLUMN  TOTAL  consists  of  two  numbers:  (1)  the  upper  number  is  the 

total  number  of  respondents  in  the  column,  and  (2)  the  lower  number  is  the 
percentage  of  respondents  in  the  column  to  total  sample  (a  sample  division  of 
column  total  by  grand  total  for  tne  sample).  In  the  example  given,  629  male 
trainees,  408  PCS,  1,428  ETS,  etc.  responded  to  item  146.  The  629  trainees 
made  up  20.2%  of  the  total  number  of  male  respondents  for  this  item  (629  di¬ 
vided  by  3,108).  Using  another  STATCAT  example,  a  total  of  432  male  respon¬ 
dents  with  adverse  discharges  responded  to  item  146.  They  represented  13.9% 
of  the  total  male  sample. 

The  ROW  TOTAL  refers  to  the  total  number  of  respondents  across  all 
STATCAT  categories  answering  with  a  value  of  A,  B,  C,  D,  or  E.  In  the  same 
example,  848  males  (114  +  120  +  387  +  56  +  164  +6+1)  responded  with  a 
value  A.  This  is  27.3%  of  the  total  number  of  male  respondents  (848  divided 
by  3,108) .
